The  Deaver  House: 
An  Historic  Spot 


What  do  people  do  at  an 
archeology  dig?  Well,  forty- 
three  BC  students  participat- 
ed in  the  dig  as  well  as  the 
lab.  The  archeology  dig  was 
at  the  Deaver  House.  The 
Deaver  House  is  on  the  Na- 
tional Register  of  Historic 
Places  and  is  the  earliest  re- 
maining frame  house  west  of 
the  Blue  Ridge.  It  was  orig- 
inally built  between  1  790  and 
1810,  but  was  enlarged  in  two 
later  stages  in  1835  and  1865. 
Archeologists  Ruth 

Wetmore,  Ken  Robinson,  BC 
students  and  other  volunteers 
did   many  jobs.   They   in- 


volved clearing  the  site,  lin- 
ing out  the  grid,  excavating, 
sifting  the  soil,  measuring, 
mapping  photography  and 
taking  field  notes  at  the  site. 
In  the  lab  they  cleaned,  sort- 
ed, identified,  and  analyzed 
the  artifacts.  Some  artifacts 
they  found  were  marbles, 
nails,  pottery  shards,  coins,  a 
gun  flint,  a  pen  that  said 
"Save  Pearl  Harbor"  and 
some  pieces  of  glass.  Even- 
tually the  house  will  be  re- 
stored and  become  a  touring 
site.  The  artifacts  found  will 
be  displayed  in  the  house.

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War  In  The  Gulf 


The  day  January  16th, 
1991  is  a  day  that  many  stu- 
dents here  at  Brevard  and  the 
nation  will  never  forget.  On 
this  day  the  United  States 
launched  an  air  assault  on  the 
Iraqi  military  in  Kuwait.  The 
U.S.  has  been  sending  troops 
over  to  Saudi  Arabia  since 
the  beginning  of  August, 
when  the  Iraqi  military  led  by 
Dictator  Saddam  Hussain 
overtook  the  Kuwaiti  govern- 
ment. The  United  States, 
along  with  the  United  Na- 
tions, tried  to  impose  certain 


economic  sanctions  which 
might  have  forced  Hussain  to 
leave  Kuwait  without  the  use 
of  military  force.  However 
the  clock  ran  out  for  Hussain 
and  the  U.S.  moved  in.

The  college  motto  is  "Learn  So  That 
We  May  Serve."  That  statement  is  what 
Project  Inside  Out  is  all  about. 

It  was  originated  in  1988,  planned  in 
1989,  and  started  with  the  freshmen 
class  of  1990.  It  is  required  of  the  stu- 
dents to  give  a  minimum  of  thirty  hours 
to  graduate. 

In  further  detail,  Project  Inside  Out 
involves  students  taking  the  knowledge 
that  they  acquired  inside  the  classroom 
and  applying  it  to  the  community.  The 
experience  that  they  have  are  brought 
back  into  the  classroom.  Also  it  brings 
what  is  inside  the  student  out  and  helps 
make  him  a  well-rounded  person.  It  not 
only  serves  the  immediate  community, 
like  working  at  Head  Start  or  at  the 
Brian  Center,  but  also  helps  in  far  away 
places.  Service  trips  to  Washington,  DC 
is  an  example  of  how  students  helped 
the  real  problem  of  homelessness.  It  is  a 
way  of  getting  groups  of  students  to- 
gether to  tackle  world  problems  without 


feelings  of  helplessness. 

The  office  was  located  in  the  lobby  of 
Stamey  but  has  moved  to  the  Service 
House,  a  brown  house,  across  from  the 
cottage  behind  the  cafeteria.  Sybil  Dod- 
son,  the  project  coordinator,  works 
there  and  now  has  an  assistant  that  lives 
there. 

In  February,  Project  Inside  Out  had  a 
service  fair  to  give  examples  of  some 
places  where  students  can  work  for  their 
hours.  It  also  had  information  on  sum- 
mer jobs.  Their  goal  is  to  eventually 
have  a  college  chapter  of  Habitat  for 
Humanity,  an  approach  to  help  the 
homelessness.  They  would  also  like  to 
see  missionaries  come  on  campus  and 
give  the  opportunity  to  students  to  go 
and  aid  less  fortunate  countries. 

Project  Inside  Out  is  a  dream  that 
became  reality.  Dodson  said,  "It  was 
President  Greer's  dream  that  was  adopt- 
ed by  the  faculty."  This  goes  to  show 
you  that  dreams  really  can  come  true.
